HE text of the White House 

Bicetvtont on anti-inflation ac- 
tion follows: 

The President, last night, imme- 
diately after signing the anti-infla- 
tion bill passed by Congress yes- 
terday, instructed Price Adminis- 
trator Henderson to fix rent ceil- 
ings throughout the entire United 
States in all areas, city and rural 
alike. A copy of this letter to the 
Price Administrator is attached. 

He also issued instructions to 
the Priee Administrator to place 
ceilings immediately upon all agri- 
cultural commodities which were 
exempt under the original Emer- 
gency Price Control Act but which 
are no longer exempt under the 
statute passed yesterday. 

These commodities include chick- 
ens, eg#s, cheese, butter, potatoes 
and flour. A copy of the Presi- 
dent’s letter is attached hereto: 


The President issued the follow- 
ing statement with reference to the 
statute: 

“The Congress has done its part 
in helping substantially to stabilize 
the cost of living. The new legis- 
lation removes the exemption of 
certain foods, agricultural com- 
modities and related products from 
the price controls of the Emergen- 
cy Price Control Act, with the re- 
sult that I have today taken action 
to stabilize 90 per cent of the 
country’s food bill. It leaves the 
parity principle unimpaired. It re- 
affirms the powers of the Execu- 
tive over wages and salaries. It 
establishes a floor for wages and 
for farm prices. 

“I am certain that from now on 
this substantial stabilization of the 
cost of living will assist greatly in 
bringing the war to a successful 
conclusion, will make the transi- 
tion to peace conditions easier 
after the war, and will receive the 
wholehearted approval of farmers, 
workers and housewives in every 
part of the country.” 

Today the President signed an

Providing for the stabilizing of 
the national economy by virtue of 
the authority vested in me by the 
Constitution and the statutes, and 
particularly by the act of Oct. 2, 
1942, entitled “an act to amend 
the Emergency Price Control Act 
tion, and for other " as 
President of the United States and 
Commander in Chief of the Army 
and Navy, and in order to control 
so far as possible the inflationary 
tendencies and the vast disloca- 
tions attendant thereon which 
threaten our military effort and 
our domestic economic structure, 
and for the more effective prosecu- 
tion of the war, it is hereby or- 
dered as follows: 


TITLE I. 

Establishment of an Office of 

Economic Stabilization. 
1. There is established in the Of- 
fice for Emergency Management 
of the executive office of the 
President an Office of Economic 
Stabilization at the head of which 
shall be an Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Director (hereinafter referred 
to as the Director). : 
2. There is established in the 
Office of Economic Stabilization 
an Economic Stabilization Board 
with which the Director shall ad- 
vise and consult. The board shall 
consist of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the Secretary of Agricul-

3. The director, with the approval 
of the President, shall, formulate 
and develop a comprehensive na- 
tional economic policy relating to 
the control of civilian purchasing 
power, prices, rents, wages, sal- 
aries,, profits, rationing, subsidies 
and al] related matters—all for the 
purpose of preventing avoidable in- 
creases in the cost of living, co- 
operating in minimizing the un- 
necessary migration of labor from 
one business, industry or region to 
another, and facilitating the prose- 
cution of the war. To give effect 
to this comprehensive national eco- 
nomic policy the director shall 
have power to issue directives on 
policy to the Federal departments 
and agencies concerned. 

4. The guiding policy of the di- 
rector and of all departments and 
agencies of the Governmnet shall 
be to stabilize-the cost of living 
in accordance with the act of Oct. 
2, 1942; and it shall be the duty 
and responsibility of the director 
and of all departments and agen- 
cies of the Government to co-oper- 
ate in the execution of such ad- 
ministrative programs and in the 
development of such legislative 
programs as may be necessary to 
that end. The administration of 
activities related to the national 
economic policy shall remain with 
the departments and agencies now 
responsible for such activities, but 
such administration shall conform 
to the directives on policy issued 
by the director. 

TITLE II. 
Wage and Salary Stabilization 
Policy. 

1. No increases in wage rates, 
granted as a result of voluntary 
agreement, collective bargaining, 
conciliation, arbitration or other- 
wise, and no decreases in wage 
rates, shall be authorized unless 
notice of such increases or de- 
creases shall have been filed with 
the National War Labor Board, 
and unless the National War Labor 
Board has approved such increases 
or decreases, 

2. The National War Labor 
Board: shall not approve any in- 
crease in the wage rates prevailing 
on Sept. 15, 1942, unless such in- 
crease is necessary to correct mal- 
adjustments or inequalities, to 
eliminate substandards of living, to 
correct gross inequities, or to aid 
in the effective prosecution of the 
war.

' WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Here are the answers to some of 
the most pertinent questions on the 
new anti-inflation provisions put 
into. effect today by President 
Roosevelt. 

What,is the new law? 

Broadly speaking, it is a congres- 
sional grant of power, with some 
limitations, to President Roosevelt, 
to hold down wartime living costs. 

Why is it necessary? | 

To prevent inflation, which re- 
sults in lowering the purchasing 
power of the dollar and throws the 
nation’s economic system out of 
balance. 

Whom doeg it affect? 

Everyone in the country—the 
producer, the seller, the buyer, the 
employer who pays wages, and the 
worker who earns them, 

When is it operative? 

Immediately, since the President 
already has issued a “general or- 
der” stabilizing prizes, wages and 
salaries, affecting the cost of liv- 
ing. Congress had _ stipulated 
that such action must be taken on 
or before Nov. 1. : 

How It Affects Farmer. 
How does it affect the farmer? 
It guarantees him at least 90 per 

cent of parity prices for his major 
crops, and provides that no ceilings 
may be placed on farm prices at 
less than parity or below the high- 
est price received for any com- 
modity between Jan. 1, 1942, and 
Sept. 15, 1942 (adjusted for grade, 
location gnd seasonal differentials). 

What is parity? 

Parity is a formula set up by 
the Department of Agriculture as 
a basis for fixing prices on farm 
products. If a farmer received 
100 per cent parity for his crops, he 
would—technically—have a pur- 
chasing power equal in most cases 
to that which he had in the 1909-14 
period, known as agriculture’s 
golden era. 

How does the law affect the 
wage and salary earner? 

It provides that “no employer 
shall pay, and- no employe shall 
receive wages, or salaries in con-

Justice Byrnes’ resignation was 
his setond withdrawal, at Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's request, from a 
career-making post in Washington, 

He resigned his seat in the Sen- 
ate, in conformity with the Presi- 
dent’s request, in June, 1941, and 
the Senate soon after received and 
confirmed his nomination as an 
Associate Justice. As a Senator, he 
was known for his success in en- 
listing the support of some of his 
colleagues, conservative Southern 
Democrats, in support of New Deal 
measures. He failed in 1936 to get 
the necessary support for the 
Pregident’s court reorganization 
plan, but wag himself a loyal sup- 
porter of the measure, 

In his first decision on the Su- 
preme Court bench, Justice Byrnes 
found the California State “anti- 
Okie” law unconstitutional, be- 
cause it imposed an unconstitu- 
tional burden on interstate com- 
merce. It prohibited the giving 
of assistance to non-resident in- 
digent persons seeking to enter the 
State. 

While in the Senate, Byrnes 
helped “Cotton Ed” Smith -win re- 
nomination as his South Carolina 
colleague in 1938, this being one of 
the rare occasions where Byrnes 
did not concur with the Presi- 
dent’s wishes, Because he was so 
often the White House’s contact 
man, he was sometimes called a 
fixer or a messenger boy, terms 
which he took with good humor. 

He was born in 1879 in Charles- 
ton, after his father’s death, and

Will Set Up Special Cred- 
it Fund So Bins May Be 
Filled to Avert Future 
Shortage. 


An affirmative response has 
been received from many of the 
1000 local firms and industries re- 
quested by the Citizens’ Wartime 
Fuel Committee to set up special 
credit funds with which employes 
can obtain advances to fill up their 
coal bins, Roscoe C. Hobbs, com- 
mittee chairman, announced yes- 
terday. 

After a study of reports from 
a number of the firms, Hobbs es- 
timated that one-half of the com- 
panies to which letters were sent 
had set up special funds, or were 
preparing to do so. The letters 
making the appeal were mailed 
last week, and called attention to 
the threat of a coal shortage. 


Hobbs said that the plan was. 


going to create a heavy demand 
for coal in the next few weeks, 
“and it is quite likely that many 
of those who order will not get 
immediate delivery.” In fact, he 
said, that is already the case with 
hundreds of St. Louisans who have 
placed their orders. 

“IT call attention, however,” said 
Hobbs, “‘to the fact that a scarcity 
of coal at this time of the year is 
a normal thing, and that coal deal- 
ers have several weeks of mild 
weather left during which to make 
deliveries. This backlog of orders 
gives them the go sign to buy in 
large quantities for immediate de- 
liveries, and will help get the coal 
bins full at the earliest possible 
date.” — 

Hobbs also has written churches 
and labor organizations having 
credit unions, urging that credit 
union funds be made available for 


‘the purchase of coal.

NAZIS REPORT BIG 
VICTORY, IN NORTH 


BERLIN (from German broad- 
casts), Oct. 3 (AP).—The German 
high command reported today “the 
battle south of Lake Ladoga” had 
ended “in complete success” with 
destruction of seven encircled Rus- 
sian divisions, capture of 12,370 
prisoners and quantities of equip- 
ment. 

The communique reported strong 
Soviet relief actions both south 
and north of Stalingrad, but said 
that they “failed after heavy fight- 
ing” and that the Nazi drive on the 
northern sector of the Stalingrad 
front “everywhere achiéved all ob- 


The Lake Ladoga front is about 
1000 miles from Stalingrad. Equip- 
ment captured in the Ladoga fight- 
ing was listed as 244 tanks, 307 
cannon, 491 trench mortars and 


843 machine guns, in addition to 
“much other war material captured 
or destroyed. 

“Enemy losses in killed exceed 
28,000 and the number of enemy 
wounded cannot be estimated,” the 
communique said of the Ladoga 
fighting. 

The communique said the Ger- 
mans knocked out 42 Russian tanks 
An the Stalingrad fighting. 

“On the Don front,” it added, 
“Italian troops repulsed several 
enemy attempts to cross the river. 

“In the Rzhev area (northwest 
of Moscow), several hundred pris- 
oners were taken in the course of 
German attacks and in repelling 
enemy counterattacks. Twenty-six 
tanks, 44 guns and a large number 
of heavy and light arms were cap- 
tured or destroyed. The enemy 
suffered heavy casualties.” 

In the air, the high command 
said, German and Rumanian planes 
continued to attack Soviet rail and 
sea supply routes in the Caspian 
Sea and lower Volga area.

Early, Mr. Byron Price and 
Mr. Elmer Davis regarding what 
we consider to be excessive and 
harmful restrictions placed on 
the news coverage of your cur- 
rent coast-to-coast ‘tour, 


All of us are concerned as 
American citizens with the suc- 
cess of the war effort and with 
protecting the security of the 
President of the United States 
and all national interests in the 
war. We do not question in the 
least the desirability of keeping 
your itinerary secret and of tak- 
ing every other precaution that 
would be effective, once the tour 
was embarked upon. 

In our inquiry we requested to 
be informed: 


1, Whether, and why, the na- 
tional interest required that 
nothing concerning the trip be 
published until it had been com- 
pleted? 

2. Why accredited correspond- | 
ents, in addition to the represent- 
atives of the three press associa- 
tions, should have been denied 
access to the first-hand news in- 
cident to your tour? 


We have received replies from 
Messrs. Early, Price and Davis, 
but they contain no‘ convincing 
statement to show that the se- 
curity of the President required 
complete suppression of all news 
about the tour until after its com- 
pletion. In reply to our second 
question, we have received no ex- 
planation whatsoever. We do not 
fee] that the interests of the free 
American press were adequately 


dent would be endangered by per- 
mitting the press of the nation to 
operate within the limits of a 
reasonable application of the vol- 
untary censorship code, 


We are prompted to raise this 
question now without waiting for 
the President’s return because all 
of.us are hearing many reports 
through various channels about 
the trip thus far, the large num- 
bers of people who are seeing 
him daily, the hundreds of. tele- 
phone calls being received in 
newspaper offices, and other 
similar evidences that this trip 
is far from a secret from con- 
siderable sections of the country. 

We are advised in some in- 
stances that readers are calling 
their newspapers and are de- 
manding to know why they are 
suppressing news about the Presi- 
dent, 

We think the morale of the na- 
tion would be enormously stimu- 
lated if the people of the United 
States could see through the 
press some of the things the 
President is seeing, and delayed 
only so long as not to reveal the 
President's location or itinerary. 
From your own newspaper ex- 
perience you know the value of 
reporting on the scene in con- 
trast to warmed-over and be- 
lated accounts. We feel that if 
this story were handled in the 
same patriotic way we-have tried 
to handle all Washington news 
relating to the war, the benefits 
to the American people would be 
tremendous. 

Will you advise us what the 
reasons are for imposing this 
involuntary censorship upon a 
free press that has done, and will 
continue to do, everything in its 
power to help win this war? . 

Secondly, we earnestly ask you 
to reconsider the earlier decision

dent, I feel sure this question 
was not intended for the Office 
of Censorship, which, as you 
know, does not accredit corre- 
spondents, but is interested only 
in what thev write, 


Of course, you are quite right 
in saying that many people at 
the points visited by the Presi- 
dent know of his presence. This 
is unavoidable. But I venture 
to say that the number who 
know of the trip is a compara- 
tively small percentage of the 
American people, and that it will 
remain a comparatively small 
percentage unless the news- 
papers go beyond the unavoid- 
able and spread the news. 


I would like to suggest further 
that the newspapers undoubtedly 
know the answer to the ques- 
tions from their readers who 
want to know why they are sup- 
pressing this news, The answer 


is that they are doing it at the 
request of the Government for — 
the patriotic purpose of helping 
to safeguard the President in 
wartime.

afterwards, doubts are inevitably 
raised as to the completeness 


and authenticity of other news 
emanating from the Government. 


We agree heartily with the 
spirit of your own National 
Newspaper Week message, and 
particularly when you say: “War 
imposes grave new responsibili- 
ties on all of us, but upon no 
public servant does the responsi- 
bility for truth and integrity 
rest more heavily than upon the 
press. Theirs is the duty of 
keeping the people fully and 
truly informed.’ 


We respectfully submit that 
the policy adopted in connection 
with your trip makes it difficult 
for the press to carry on in the 
spirit which you have so ably 
stated. 


In short, we are disturbed at 
what appears to us to be, in- 
tentional or not, a creeping cen- 
sorship, and we respectfully re- 
quest a reconsideration of this 
policy as it might apply to any 
situation in the future,

PUBLIC HOUSING SITE SURVEY

A survey of the site for a third 
public housing project in St. Louis,

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CITIZENSHIP CLASSES 


Foreign-Born Persons Who 
Have Been Naturalized to 
Be Asked to Attend. 


Invitations to thousands of for 
eign-born persons who have been 
naturalized to attend free citizen- 


ship classes\ being conducted in 
schools, churches and libraries in 
the St. Louis area are being pre- 
pared for mailing, C. A. Ramsey, 
division director of Immigration 
and Naturalization, said yesterday. 


The program is under direction 
of thé National Citizenship Pro- 
gram and is authorized by Fed- 
eral | The Immigration 
Service is being aided by the Mis- 
souri and Illinois Departments of 
Education and the WPA, the lat- 
ter furnishing teachers for the 
classes assisted by volunteer's. 

The letters to be sent out will 
include the places and time of 
meeting. Foreign-born citizens 
also may attend the classes. There 
will be classes in English language 
reading, civil government and his- 
tory. 

The program is designed to 
teach foreign-born persons to 
read English well and to correct- 
ly interpret news stories, editorials 
and instructions which, in time of 
war, are vital to the defense pro 


gram, 

Ramsey said many non-citizens 
who came to this country as adults 
failed to register as enemy aliens 
simply because of their inability 
to read and understand printed 
information and instructions. 

“The results of the classes will 
tend to nullify the efforts of our 
enemies to disorganize our war 
efforts by creating discord through 
subversive propaganda,” he added, 
“Non-citizens, through instruction 
gained in these classes, will be 
brought to realize their vital per- 
sonal stake in this war to pre- 
serve our institutions. 

“The foreign-born have been 
accustomed to the enjoyment of 
rights and privileges inherent in 
our Government.

CIVIC COMMITTEE VOTES . 
ON PROPOSED AMENDMENTS 


The Executive Committee of the 
General Council on Civic Needs 
recorded its position yesterday on 
several of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendments to be voted on 
at the November election. 

It approved the amendment which 
would authorize St: Louis County 
school districts to vote a special 
property tax of not more than $1 
on each $100 assessment, for school 
purposes. It also approved the 
uniform tax measure which would 
permit increasing the tax limit 
from 40 to 50 cents per $100 in 
counties having six million dollars 
to 10 million dollars property valua- 
tion.

Train Service 
Available For 


Series Teams 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
The New York Yankees and the 
St. Louis Cardinals should have no 
trouble getting back to St. Louis 
next week-—if the fortunes of 
baseball extend the World Series 
beyond five games—on regularly 
scheduled trains, the Office of De- 
fense Transportation said today. 


The only restriction imposed on 
the ball clubs by ODT’s recent 
time table freezing order is the 
ban against chartering entire cars 
for the teams. 

Any appeal for relaxation of this 
rule would have to be made by 
the railroad on which the teams 
chose to travel, ODT officials who 
declined use of their names said, 
and no such appeal-has been re- 
ceived yet. 

Simplest solution would be for 
the team’s secretaries merely to 
apply for the necessary number of 
upper and lower berths, and there 
would be no Government objec- 
tion if this meant the addition of 
three, four or five cars to a regu- 
larly scheduled train, the ODT 
spokesmen. said. Any seats left 
over, however, probably would be 
filled with other travelers. 

Even if the addition of a sec- 
ond section to a regular train 
were required to carry the ath- 
letes, ODT under its order would 
interpose no objection if the train 
had run added sections 20 per cent 
of the time in the last 90 days.

It means accepting a degree of control over

It. means harnessing the energy of every 
available man and woman to the job of 
winning the war. 

In Germany, Italy and Japan that has been 
done by dictatorship—by brute force. It is 
to prevent just such dictatorship over human 
life that we are fighting this war. Ameri- 
cans, even in wartime, -would rebel against 
the kind of compulsions applied by the dicta- 
tor states. 


Organized to an Extent: 
None Had Thought Possible. 


There is, however, another example which 
we can profit bythe example of England. 
The British have organized man power—and 
woman power—to an extent that no one 
would have imagined possible three or four 
Britain’s' National Service Act 


makes everyone liable to serve the nation in 
one way or another. | 

Reports available here show how step by 
step the British have approached the difficult 
task of allocating human energy. It is an 
object lesson for this country today as 
Washington moves, inevitably it would seem, 
toward a similar goal.

ing demands for’men would create a chaotic 
situation. It was recognized that the prob- 
lem of keeping a proper balance between the 
man power needs of all competing interests 
could best be approached by concentrating 
man power control under a single authority. 
Therefore this function was entrusted to the 
Minister of Labor with a record of nearly 
30 years in providing labor for industry 
through its system of employment exchanges. 


National Service Job 
Given to Labor Minister. 


With the outbreak of the war the Minister 
of Labor became the Minister of Labor and 
National Service. It was hfs job from that 
point on to provide men for the armed serv- 
ices and for industry. From the first it had 
been recognized, of course, that the volun- 
tary method of obtaining recruits for army 


and navy would not do in modern warfare 
which requires so many diverse skills. 
Within the Ministry of Labor and Nationa! 
Service at the outset was one department 
dealing with. recruiting for the armed forces 
and another dealing with recruiting for in- 
dustry—rival claimants for the pool of 
available man power. It became apparent 
that it was difficult or impossible to resolve 
these competing interests. In the spring of 
1941 a Director-General of Manpower was 
appointed who under the Minister of Labor 


field.. He works under the broad terms of 
the amended National Service Act which 
says: 

It is hereby declared that all persons of 
either sex for the time being in Great Brit- 
ain are liable to national] service, whether | 
under the Crown or not, and whether in 
the armed forces of the Crown, in civil 
defense, in industry or otherwise. 

Certaii categories are exempted but never- 
theless the sweep is broad. At the beginning 
of the war men between 18 and 41 were 
made liable to service in the armed forces.

service with troops. 

Men were called up for military duty in 
order of age, youngest first and in any age 
group single men before married men. Those 
who wished to be deferred on grounds of 
hardship to family or conscientious objection 
had their cases considered by indépendent 
boards created by law. Men immediately 
available for military service were called up 
for medical examination and at the same 
time an officer of the service for which 
they were destined — Army, Navy or Air 
Force—interviewed each man at length to 
make sure that-he would be assigned where 
he could be of maximum: usefulness in rela- 
tion to his skills and capacities. 

Students at the universities are allowed to 
continue their studies while. undergoing pre- 
liminary military training. And certain clas- 
sifications of students—dental, engineering 
and scientific—are not permitted to join the 
armed forces until they have completed their 
studies. As these scientific and engineering 
students leave the universities at the end of 
their training, they are directed by a special 
committee to fhe military or to industry as 
needed. The Gdvernment is supplying funds 
to educate promising students in these fields 
in order to safeguard the supply of doctors 
and engineers. 


Proud of Record Meeting 
All Demands on the Dot. 


All this has been done, of course, in close 
consultation with military representatives. 
But when the heads of Army, Navy and Air 
Force make their man power requests the 
final responsibility rests on the Ministry of 
Labor and National Service. The Ministry is 
proud of its record of meeting all demands 
on the dot. 

More difficult has been the task of sup- 
plying labor for industry and especially for 
expanding war production. It was made 
somewhat easier, however, by the decision at 
the start_.to put men in certain essential oc- 
cupations on a reserved list. Men in these 
occupations, of a certain age, were not called 
up for military service nor were they al- 
lowed to volunteer. 

As time went on and the man power prob- 
lem became more acute, the system of block 
reservation was gradually supplanted by a 
system of individual deferment, Under this

Women Already Interviewed. 

By May of 1940 the Minister of Labor had 
the power to direct any person to any job 
at the going wage rate for that job. 
December an act was passed making women 
liable for compulsory‘service in the armed 
forces and in civil defense. 
20 and 30 were registered and more than 
\two million have already been interviewed. 
A number have gone into the auxiliary serv- 
ices—the ATS, the WRENS, the WAAFS. 
They are manning anti-aircraft batteries, 


serving as air wardens, being trained as 
firemen, 

But, in addition, thousands of women 
have been assigned to jobs in industry. 
Women who are “mobile’—single women 
not responsible for the personal care of their 
families—are transferred to war industry 
vacancies away from home. Others are 
placed in industrial jobs near their homes. 

Just now the registration of women is 
being extended to cover all women between 
18 and 45. More than eight million women 
have registered. This will provide a new 
reservoir of woman power on which to draw. 


‘Problem Can Be Tackled 

Only by Orderly Methods.’ 

Recently one of the administrators of the 
British system, G. Myrddin Evans, an officer 
of the Ministry of Labor and National 
Service, visited this country. In‘ summing 
up British experiené@e, he said:

Case.of George Weller. 


The Chicago Daily News proudly 
hails its foreign correspondents as 
the beSt in the business and cer- 
tainly they are the hardest-travel- 
ing reporters the war has pro- 
duced. Consider George Weller. 

One day early this year, Weller 
was in North Africa. A week 
later he arrived in Singapore, just 
in time to be driven out. Last year 
Weller went from Athens, where he 
was captured by the invading Ger- 
mans, to Bern, where he was re- 
leased by the Gestapo, to Equa- 
torial Africa, where he interviewed 
the Free French leader, De Gaulle; 
to Ethiopia, where he talked to 
His restored Majesty, Haille Se- 
lassie; then to Egypt. Weller tra- 
veled so hard and fast that when 
he reached Betavia, in retreat 
from Singapore, this 
Bostonian was one full year ahead 
of his mail; no letters had caught 
up with him in that time. 


In the period between wars, for- 
eign correspondents led lives of 
dignity and elegance. They were 
thinkers and commentators, they 
had secretaries and wore brief 
cases, and some of them stopped 
just short of wearing striped 
trousers and top hats. 


A good many of them paid little 
attention to spot news. They ana- 
lyzed it, they did not attend it, 
They preferred to write about 
larger issues, trends, movements, 
and especially situations, 


Blitz Changed All That.

In recent months, how- 
ever, many of the correspondents 
have kept only one jump ahead of 
enemy troops and delivering the 
news under those circumstances 
becomes a job calling for ingenuity,

The principal receiving station is 
a small New York office, which 
has better radio and cable facili- 
ties than Chicago.

The others are as American as 
a church social, William J. Stone- 
man, who has won a solid reputa- 
tion for his cool-headed dispatches 
from London, hails from Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich. Casey was born in 
Beresford, S. D.; David M, Nichol 
used to be the boy editor of the 
Iron River (Mich.)

China, that is explained by the 
fact that he is the son of a Pres- 
byterian missionary.

SHALL THERE BE A CONVENTION TO 

REVISE AND AMEND THE CONSTITUTION? 

This is not a question to be ignored, or to be 
answered casually and without study. The Mis- 
souri Constitution requires its submission every 
20 years in order that the voters may have the op- 


Constitution as changing conditions and needs make 
desirable. 

The wisdom of this provision for a periodic ref- 
erendum on constitutional revision in Missouri is 
not open to question. Under it, the citizens of this 
State have the chance at least five times in a cen- 
tury to order a rewriting of their basic code if they 
regard revision as necessary. They may vote Yes 
or they may vote No. But in any case, they have 
the chance to take an inventory of their State gov- 


What the Missouri voter must now decide is how 
he should answer the question when it is put to him 
on Nov. 3. | 

There are arguments on both sides. It can be 
said that, although a Constitutional Convention 
would be a good thing under other conditions, the 
war makes this a bad time in which to undertake 
so broad and deep a project in State government. 
It can be said that the people’s minds are so cen- 
tered on national and international affairs that an 
essentially local problem would not have the atten- 
tion it deserves. It can be said that the-cost of a 
Constitutional Convention could not be justified when 
funds are so urgently needed for winning the war. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that after due con- 
sideration is given to the arguments pro and con, 
the weight is heavily on the side of a favorable 
vote on the question and the holding of a Constitu- 
tional Convention in the near future. , 

This war is for the preservation of democracy. If 
democracy is worth fighting for and dying for on 
the field of battle, it is worth practicing at home. 
The nearer we-can come to making our democrat- 
ic ideal an actuality, the stronger the case for win- 
ning the war will be. A successful Constitutional 
Convention would be such a demonstration. 

It is true that a Constitutional Convention would 
cost money, although no one can say with certainty 
that such a meeting would be excessively expensive. 
Some of the claims being put out by opponents of 
a Constitutional Convention are propaganda and noth- 
ing more; obviously the cost would depend on such 
variable things as the length of the sessions, the 
extent of the finished document and the printing 
involved. But again, the cost would be a small one 
if it proved the vitality and competence of State 
government in Missouri. 

a . . 

We speak of our present Constitution as having 
been drawn up in 1875, yet this must be qualified. 
That was the date of the convention at which the 
framework itself was drafted, but since then no 
fewer than 56 amendments have been adopted. 
These have cut and whittled away the original Con- 
stitution and attached new provisions, some of them 
altogether out of place in a description of a govern- 
mental system and a statement of broad principles. 

This amending process has gone on without con- 
sistency or order. Sometimes a new amendment 
was harmonized with the remainder of the Consti- 
tution; often it was appended without relation to 
the organic whole. It has been a common practice 
to write purely legislative enactments into the Con- 
stitution in order to secure them from change by 
subsequent sessions of the Legislature. Sometimes 
the motivation has been good; sometimes it has been

—Secretary of State, State Auditor, State Treasurer, 
Attorney General and State Superintendent of 
Schools—who are supreme in their jurisdictions, who 
control increasing amdunts of patronage, who con- 
test with one another for influence and power. This 
may have appeared to be @ proper administrative ar- 
rangement in 1875. Experience has shown the many 
disadvantages in this diffusion of authority. 

The Governor today should be much more than 
a ministerial officer charged with the enforcement 
of the laws. He is required by conditions which 
have developed in our complex society to provide 
leadership for all the State. It is his foremost duty 
to develop policies, to explain them to the people 
and to translate them into operating principles. The 
Missouri Governor cannot adequately meet this re- 
sponsibility when he must share his influence and 
authority with five other elective officials. 

a 


Reduction in the number of elective State officers 


to perhaps two—a Governor and an Auditor to 
check on the Governor’s administration—would do 
more than centralize authority. It would bring the 
State ballot to limits within which the voter could 
inform himself. The State ballot today, particularly 
in a primary, asks too much of the busy citizen. 
It presents him with a long list of candidates, about 
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most of whom he cannot know enough to make an-| Seger 


intelligent choice. A reform which would bring 
better administration and a shorter ballot would in 
itself be worth the entire cost of a convention, 

Consolidation of related functions has been an 
obvious need for years. One department collects 
this tax, another department collects that tax, a 
third collects a still another tax, and so on, The 
result is worse than duplication of effort. It means 
that one collection. force is largely idle while an- 
other is busy. A merging of these functions would 
pring both sen efficiency. 

As the demands on the State government have 
grown, independent commissions and boards, now 
numbering close to 70, have been set up to discharge 
the operations approved by the Legislature. Else- 
where this jerry-built type of governmental struc- 
ture has been under scrutiny and renovation. Mis- 
souri owes it to itself to join this movement. 

Changes in population since the last reapportion- 
ment have produced gross injustices in representa- 
tion in the Legislature. St. Louis County with a 
population of some 300,000 has no more Representa- 
tives than Jasper County with only 78,000 people. 
Thus, every session of the Legislature sees a viola- 
tion of a fundamental of democratic government, 
equal representation. 

Missouri ranks second among the 48 states in 
school districts, fourth in counties, fourth in total 
taxing units. Comparison of Missouri’s size and 
population with those of other states shows at once 
that these high ratings in the field of governmental 


units cannot be justified. 


It is not necessary, however, to draw up a com- 
plete list of the needs of State government in Mis- 
souri at this time. This bill of particulars is al- 
ready sufficiently long, we believe, to show the ur- 
gency of a favorable vote on the question of holding 
a Constitutional Convention. 

It is the part of wisdom for the citizens to make 
full use of their opportunity to revise their charter 
in the light of changed times, to prove that self-gov- 
ernment works and that democracy is a practi 
way of life. ° 


TORPEDOES FOR TOJO. 

Scarcely a week goes by without news of our 
submarines dealing a blow to ships of the Japanese 
navy and merchant marine. The toll now stands 
at 110 enemy ships sunk or badly damaged by our 
submarines. On the other hand, Japan’s submarines 
have inflicted but slight losses on us. 

If it is true as reported, that Japan has lost a 
sixth of her merchant marine since the war started, 
that means Tojo really has something to worry 
about. That is so for several reasons. For one, 
Japan has nothing like the. shipbuilding facilities 
we have. Her conquests have caused her to extend 
her communication lines greatly. Our taking of the 
offensive in the Solomons has resulted in more de- 
mands on Jap lines that probably are overextended. 
The steady attrition resulting from the skill of our 
submarines will have more and more effect as the 
war goes on. 

Victory is a long way off, but it is cheering to 
know that American submarines, and not Jap under- 
water craft, are the ones inflicting the prepon- 
derance of damage in the vast Pacific. 
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IS ELMER DAVIS BEING HAMSTRUNG? 

What has happened to Elmer Davis? When the 
President appointed Mr. Davis three months ago to 
the post of director of the Office of War Informa- 
tion, a great deal was expected of him. This is 
because his many years as a journalist and maga- 
zine writer had given him a very high reputation 4 
for sound thinking and extraordinary skill in the 
portrayal of ideas. It is because millions who fol- 
lowed his radio broadcasts found in him the ideal 
oral reporter of the war. Not given to hysteria, not 
trying to cram his opinions down the throats of his 
listeners, not trying to press a point of view, but 
clear, calm and succinct, with the ability to pack a 
lot of information into a short broadcast, Davis 
did a magnificent job. 

So when we ask what has happened to Elmer 
Davis, we are beginning to suspect that, when he 
entered the portals of bureaucracy, something did 
happen to him. Davis has not functioned as head 
of the OWI with the brilliance expected of him, and 
we suspect that it is not Davis’ fault. When he first 
took over the job, he wanted to give the American 
people an account of the trial of the Nazis in Wash- 
ington who were caught by the vigilance of a Coast 
Guardsman on the shore of Long Island. The trial, 


of great interest to Americans and Davis did his 
best to give them a clear picture of what was hap- 
pening. But he ran into the stone wall of Army 
bureaucracy and, except for meager communiques, 
the story of the trial remains to be told. 

We hear from Mr. Davis from time to time, and 
favorably, too. It Was recently announced that he 
is trying to cut down the mass of useless press

bureaucratic yanity. Testifying before a Senate 
committee last week on the plight of the small busi- 
ness man, Davis had some excellent things to say, 
including the remark that the people should be told, 
within the limitations of military security, “where 
we are going, how we are going in this war and 
the general objectives of the struggle.” Whenever 
Mr. Davis is quoted, he bears out the confidence he 
has inspired in the American people. 

But, Mr. Davis is not sufficiently quoted; the peo- 
ple do not hear enough from him. We do not think 
Mr. Davis has changed, but it may very well be that 
his great potential usefulness to the country is being 
hamstrung by bureaucratic opposition and by failure 
of the President to let him function fully as informa- 
tion chieftain. If this is so, there should be an 
outcry against it. Why pick what seems to be the 
best man in the country for a job and then refuse 
to let him perform that job? __

earth, has a steady wage, has saved a lit- 
tle, is shrewd and alert and, above all, has 
the saving grace of humor. I would like 
to report some of the things they said. 

First and foremost, because it is so dif. 
ferent from the last war, there was not an 
atom of hate among them for the common 
people among our enemies. They felt, they 
said, that the Nazis and Fascists, in the 
words of one soldier, were like “gangrene 
we must cut out.” But they also said that 
when victory was won, we had to live with 
the Germans and Italians and the job was 
to find a way to. peaceful co-operation. They 
were strong for disarmament of the enemy, 
but no word was suggested of revenge. 

Second was the anxiety that Anglo-Amer- 
ican co-operation should continue after the 
war. Interest in things American, both men 
and institutions, was intense. I was asked 
about Roosevelt, Wallace, the sharecrop- 
pers, the Negro problem, the influence of 
Lindbergh, the reason Americay labor was 
so little organized politically, whether big 
business in the United States would become 
imperialist after the war, whether Roose- 
velt should not be invited to mediate the In- 
dian problem and how the war affected the 
New Deal, Everybody assumed that, in 
some yet undetermined way, our futures had 
become inseparable. , That meant finding 
ways to a common understanding. 


The third subject was Russia, It is dif- 
ficult to describe the deep impression on 
English workers of the heroism of the 
Russian resistance. They said that, how- 
ever different the Russian system was from 
ours, it must have won the full allegiance 
of the people, otherwise it could not have 
been defended with such universal courage. 

They acknowledged the immense debt 
Britishers owe Russia, whose resistance 
probably saved us from a German attempt 
at invasion. It was our duty after the war 
to see that all possible aid is given for a 
speedy Russian recovery. A sailor who went 
twice on convoy duty to Archangel spoke of 
the welcome he had received from the Rus- 
sian dock workers. He said if the common 
people would make politics their business, 
the mistakes and misunderstandings of the 
years between 1917 and 1941 need never re- 
cur. 

The fourth subject was education. Speak- 
er after speaker insisted that you could not 
run a democratic system unless men and 
women were trained to understand their 
politics.

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What Britons Think About the War 


No hate for common people of Axis, writer says, but deep belief 
that Nazis and Fascists must be “cut out like gangrene”; strong 
feeling for post-war Anglo-American co-operation; heavy British 
debt to Russia is acknowledged; Churchill is still popular hero.

SPENT the week end in a Southeast: 


ters were uppermost in their minds. First 
and foremost was the question of unem- 
ployment after the war. They would not 
“stand for” mass unemployment again. “If 
the state needs men in war,” one soldier 
said, “it has got to prove it can find me a 
decent job in peace.” 

Second was rebuilding Britain. The town 
had had heavy blitzes and everyone was in- 
tensely interested in its future. They want- 
ed assurance that none of the small local 
builders would put their fingers in the pie; 
they wanted the municipality as the land- 
lord. Women especially insisted on the 
need for labor-saving devices to mitigate 
the endless burden of housework. They 
thought more should be done for old-age 
pensioners, and the new proposals for sol- 
dier’s pay aroused angry discussion. 

They disliked the electoral truce. Parlia- 
ment, they argued, was no longer represent- 
ative of public opinion and the Labor party 
acted indefensibly, above all in local gov- 
ernment, in preventing the voter from ex- 
pressing his views. 

“If we had 50 real by-elections,” said the 
secretary of a local trade union branch, 
“with the gloves genuinely off, we should 
make those gentlemen in Westminster and 
Whitehall sit up.” One speaker who de- 
manded readmission of Communists to the 
Labor party provoked a torrent of angry 
criticism,

It was quite evident from the discussion 
that among the British leaders; Churchill 
continues to stand in a class by himself. 
Every speaker save two spoke of him 
with affectionate admiration. This was 
partly recognition of his foresight before 
the war and partly it was the sense that 
Churchill was somehow the living embodi- 
ment of their own tenacity, 

An occasional good word was spoken for 
Bevin and Eden. Strong phrases were used 
both for and against Morrison. No other 
names came into the debate. A soldier sug- 
gested that Wavell should have been made 
Minister of War, and it was obvious that 
he was well regarded. But not one could 
have listened, as I did, to those six hours 
of discussions without the conviction that 
to the man in the street, the British Gov- 
ernment is Churchill, 

One finai thing is worth noting. It was, 
perhaps partly because Canadian soldiers 
were present, that no less than seven 
speakers paid tribute to the British debt 
to the dominions. They set that debt in 
the context of our difficulties in India, 
which obviously, with labor audiences, are a 
source of considerable dismay. 

They do not like a war for freedom to 
involve the imprisonment of Gandhi and 
Nehru, but they blame the Indian fiasco 
less on Churchill whom, in this realm, they 
consider simply unregenerate, than upon his 
Labor colleagues, who ought to have insist- 
ed that an offer like Cripps’ should have 
been made at least two years ago. India re- 
calis the precedent of Ireland, and they re- 
gard the handling of the Indian problem 
as the worst British failure of the war.

THREAT TO JAPAN 


By MAJ. GEORGE 
FIELDING ELIOT

Tree news which continues to 


reach us of the successes of 
our submarines in the Pacific 
is of long-range significance. It 
is news which is certainly causing 
mounting apprehension in Tokyo, 
and which is directly connected 
with news! of the Solomon Islands 
and New Guinea. | 

It is one of the war god’s little 
ironies that the submarine, which 
up to this time has been so heavy 
a weight in the scale against the 
United Nations, is now becoming 
an even greater menace to one of 
our major enemies. It is still a 
serious problem for us, as Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox pointed 
out in a recent speech. Yet we 
know the answer—convoy. Given 
a sufficient escort, convoys can- 
not be attacked by submarines ex- 
cept at prohibitive risk. 

Our heaviest losses have oc- 
curred because we have lacked 
sufficient escort vessele—destroy- 
ers and corvettes for the high seas, 
patrol boats for coastal waters. 
Complete defense, against the sub- 
marine is merely a matter of 
mathematics, of turning out a suf- 
ficient proportion of escort vessels 
in relation to the merchant ton- 
nage in service or under construc- 
tion. We have not yet attained 
that proportion, but we are movy- 
ing rapidly toward it, and already 
the rate of loss is declining on 
many routes which formerly were 
infested by prowling submarines. 
Thus, eventually, the submarine 
will be reduced from a real menace 
to merely a nuisance because we 
have men, ships, labor and material 
to spare, and since we must pro- 
tect ourselves against the subma- 
rine, we can do so and still carry 
out our major purposes. 

With Japan the case ig quite dif- 
ferent. It is ‘even more dependent 
on séa-borne communications than 
we are, Japanese industry depends 
on raw materials brought in ships 
from Asia or from the islands of 
the Pacific. We are turning out 
merchant ships in ever increasing 
volume; Japan’s shipbuilding in- 
dustry cannot possibly cope. with 
a high scale of loss. We are turn- 
ing out destroyers and corvettes 
and patrol boats literally by the 
hundreds; Japan already has lost 
one-fourth of its destroyer fleet, 
and cannot produce more of this 
class very rapidly, though it can 
build a few. Japan's hope of deal- 
ing with the submarine menace is 
to keep it. far away; its trust is 
in distance, not in ability to escort 
and patrol effectively. Above all, 
its trust is in a short war, for a 


‘| prolonged war it must lose, 


But the submarine is pressing 
closer to Japan’s vital lines of com- 
munication which extend south- 
west, south and southeast from the 
Japanese main islands. When the 
Southeastern Solomons were in- 
vaded by our Marines, the Japa- 
nese sea-lords saw the handwriting 
on the wall.

‘A Brush With a Sub.’ 

Simplicity and understatement 
are the keyg as the skippers fill 
in the gaps since last they met, 
some in the Southwest Pacific, 
some in the North Atlantic—in se- 
cure harbors like this and in des- 
perate battle areas. You marvel 
at the impersonal way these Navy 
men recount their adventures and 
dangers. What yesterday seemed 
incomparably exciting and dra- 
matic now emerges as merely a 
casual incident.

Threatens Cut 
In News to U.S. 


Government Implies 
Censor Will Bar 
Some Criticism of 


British Army.

HOSE who make it their busi- 
T ness to report on British af- 

fairs for the benefit for the 
American. public are wondering 
how their work will be affected 
by the rumpus raised in the House 
of Lords Thursday by Lord Stra- 
bolgi’s article on the British Army, 
published in the Aug. 22 issue of 
the American weekly magazine, 
Collier's. 


Careful scrutiny of Lord Stra- 
bolgi’s critical article, as it ap- 
pears in Collier’s fails to reveal 
anything beyond what Straboigi 
has already said and put into print 
on this side of the water many 
times in the past. His view that 
the British Army has been handi- 
capped by the fact that its lead- 
ers are drawn from the profes- 
sional military caste, recruited 
from the aristocracy, certainly is 
known to anyone who has listened 
to him in the House of Lords or 
read his many articles on military 
and naval affairs. 


On this occasion, as on past oc- 
casions when he has discussed the 
subject, people with no political 
coloring of their own have salted 
his remarks with the knowledge 
he is an inveterate enemy of class 
privilege in any form. 


The fact that Strabolgi was 
jumped on in the House. of Lords 
like a fox overtaken by a pack 
of hounds was, in itself, not sur- 
prising to anybody and was cer- 
tainly justified in the minds of 
many Britishers by the fact that 
Strabolgi had been guilty éf tell- 
ing tales out of school. Nobody 
blamed Lieut. Col. Lord Lovat, 
Commando leader of proven au- 
dacity and courage, for his emo- 
tional outburst against what he 
interpreted as the “mocking of 
men who have given their lives 
for their country” and “ridiculing 
of His Majesty’s forces,” and an 
attempt to “slander the British 
Army.” 

What surprised and perturbed 
Outsiders was the statement of 
Lord Cranborne, Government 
spokesman, that the article was 
allowed to go abroad only through 
@ slip-up by the censor and his 
implication that it would not hap- 
pen again. Since Lord Strabolgi’s 
article was almost entirely polit- 
ical in nature, Lord Cranborne’s 
implication is that political cen- 
sorship will, henceforth, be exer- 
cised whenever anyone attempts to 
give the American public what 
officials feel is unfair criticism of 
the workings of the British mili- 
tary machine,

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ANESE GROWING IN JAVA, 
DUTCH WHO FLED REPORT 
Refugees Tell of Cruel Punishment of Indo- 
nesians Who Incur Ire of Invaders—Euro- 


pean Men Interned, but Not Women and 
Children, So Far as Is Known, vi af

MELBOURNE, Oct. 3 (By Wireless). 
T last it is possible to give a comprehensive picture of life under 
the Japanese occupation in Java. On Oct. 7 it will be exactly 
seven months since centralized resistance ended on this island of 


‘145 million inhabitants in The Netherlands East Indies. During that 


time the conquerors have conducted an unprecedented campaign of ter~ 
ror and suppression whose details have been hidden behind a cloak of 
mystery with which the Japanese have veiled their operations in the 


even inhabitants of parts of coastal | 


occupied territories. 


Fragmentary indications of the 
Japanese terrorism came from 
time to time in Tokyo radio an- 
nouncements of arrests and execu- 
tions. Refugees who occasionally 
managed to escape to Australia 
from outlying islands brought 
further scraps of information. 

Now several Dutchmen who 
lived in Java for more than three 
months of the occupation have 
reached Allied territory and have 
given me the first complete ac- 
count of what it-means to live in 
the Nipponese-ruled territory. 


Workers’ Pay Cut. 


The Japanese are pursuing 4 
policy of trying to keep the In- 
donesians in a state of freightened 
awe, At the same time, workers’ 
pay has been cut, with a conse- 
quent reduction in living stand- 
ards. One example is what has 
happened to harbor  coolies. 
Whereas under the Dutch they 
received 75 Netherlands cents a 
day and extra pay for overtime, 
the Japanese now pay them 35 
cents a day and frequently require 
them to stretch the length of the 
working day. 

As a result, much ill-feeling has 
arisen, and active dislike for the 
Japanese is growing apace among 
the Indonesians. 

The Japanese are fully aware 
of this and are taking measures 
to terrorize the natives. Those 
who offend the authorities are 
given punishment in forms typical 
of Japanese cruelty. Executions 
are usually performed as public 
beheadings. Stealing is punished 
by. cutting off the offender’s 
hands. 


| One favorite form of punish- 
ment is to truss up natives in 
such fashion that they can move 
slightly as long as they remain 
on their feet, but are bound to 
strangle themselves if they fall 
asleep. 


In. general, however, those In- 
donesians who do not directly in- 
cur the ire of the Japanese are 
left unmolested, except for the 
stern handling of workers and the 
endless flood of Japanese propa- 
ganda to which the entire popu- 
lation is subjected. 

For the most part, the propa- 
ganda does not seem to affect the 
natives’ attitude, which outwardly 
remains non-committal. Signs are 
present, however, that as a whole 
the Indonesians remain favorably 
disposed to Europeans, while re 
sentment is hardening against the 
invaders. 

Netherlands women on _ the 
streets are frequently greeted by 
Indonesians with such words as, 
“It is a great pity, madame, you 
are in this plight.” 


Food a Problem. 
Soon after the Japanese took 
over control, rice distribution 


through native shops was resumed, 
but many European women must 
rely On communal feeding, as their 
shopping problems are numerous 
and difficult with only native 
foods available. 

The Dutch women have formed 
special mutual help societies to 
attack their problems, and these 
are said to be doing splendid 
work, 

The position of Netherlands 
women and children is becoming 
more and more precarious because 
of their dwindling resources and 
their inability to obtain cash. As 
far as is known, however, they 
are not molested, 

All European men have been 
interned, the first sufferers be- 
ing Netherlands civil servants, 
whp were replaced by Indonesians.’ 
It wag possible to carry out this 
measure without great difficulty 
because of the dual system of 
government maintained in the In- 
dies, whereby each Netherlands 
civil servant had an Indonesian 
counterpart. 

All civilians who had been mo- 
bilized into the armed forces have 
been interned, as were also a good 
many of the Netherlands police. 
An interesting fact brought out 
by my informants is that while 
Dutch Nazis who had been arrest- 
ed as a precautionary measure by 
the Netherlands authorities were 
released after the occupation, 
they were rounded up again and 
thrown back into internment 
camps shortly afterwards. No fa- 
voritism whatsoever is noticeable 
in the Japanese treatment of them. 
Overcrowding in the camps is 
affecting the health of the prison- 
ers, thus aggravating the obvious 
inconveniences they suffer and 
making their lot far from happy. 


Economic Dislocation. 

The escapees gave a picture of 
suspended and dislocated economic 
life in the Indies. 

Banking institutions are closed, 
with the exception of those operat- 
ed by the Japanese. Private cars 
have been laid up and bus services 
restricted, 

Railway lines have not yet been 
fully repaired. The night express 
between Batavia and Soerabaja is 
running again, but it takes longer 


for the trip and seldom arrives on 
> 


schedule. Twice a week the entire 
train is reserved ‘exclusively for 
the Japanese. 


On order of the Japanese au- 
thorities, European shops were 
obliged to remain open, but in 
most cases this did not continue 
long as either the staff was in- 
terned or the stock quickly ex- 
hausted. Certain firms manufac- 
turing goods used by the Japanese 
were forced to continue operations 
with small staffa under Japanese 
control. 


Import and export houses had 
to suspend business entirely. Their 
stocks were put under seal and 
their inventories were seized by 
the Japanese, who took what they 
wanted, 


By June the Japanese had not 
succeeded in restoring industry to 
any considerable production, while 
shipments to Japan consisted 
mainly of finished rubber, iron 
scrap and other war essentials. 
Work on most plantations has 
stopped because the products can- 
not be disposed of, nor can money 
be obtained for wages. 


The Japanese administration is 
essentially military, but it was said 
that among the Japanese soldiery 
are Civilians in a sort of military 
uniform who are part of a s0o- 
called economic mission. This mis- 
sion is charged with operation of 
non-military services, such ag the 
postoffice, police force, railways, 
general transport and food supply. 
Discipline Strict. 

In general, discipline among 
the Japanese is strict, with no gen- 
eral looting taking place, as far 
as my informants knew. Occas- 
ional “souvenirs” were taken, but 
this practice was censured severely 
and, in many cases, the souvenirs 
were ordered returned and the 
souvenir hiinter punished by the 
Japanese military police. 


The morale of the European 
population remains excellent, de- 
spite the trying and galling con- 
ditions under which they are 
forced to live. This includes the 
women, who are said to be be- 
having magnificently under ad- 
versity. 


Europeans still at liberty are re- 
quired to secure a pass, for which 
the Japanese authorities charge 
150 guilders ($81). My informants 
believe this measure was intro- 
duced for the twofold purpose of 
establishing some form of control 
of the movements of Europeans 
and to raise cash. 


Probably the most humiliating 
regulation put into effect is that 
all civilians most bow before 
Japanese sentries or salute them 
in some other fashion. Those who 
fail to comply are severely beaten. - 


Naturally, the Indonesians, as 
well as the Europeans, resent this, 
and are coming to regard the 
Japanese as a special form of 
pestilence. 


My informants expressed convic 
tion that the natives would wel-

OWI Uncovers ‘Rumor Factory’ 
ddiing Anti-War Propaganda 

Families of Fighting Men| 


Officials Astounded After Weeks of Inquiry 


—May Ask Press and 


Radio to Help Refute 


' Big Lies Based on Half-Truths.

WASHINGTON, Oct..3 (AP).— 
The Office of War Information’ 
has uncovered an amazing new 
anti-war “rumor factory.” 

Agents try to peddle its produ 
chiefly to families of fighting men 
killed, captured or still in action 
abroad. 

OWI is withholding what it 
learned after recent weeks of in- 
vestigation, but officials say they 


may make a private report to Fed- 
eral authorities. Also théy may 
ask the newspapers and the radio 
to help refute enormous lies found- 
ed on half-truths. 

Here is a sample: 


“A Minnesota mother received by 
parcel post from Japan a box con- 
taining the eyes of her soldier son 
captured in the Philippines.” 

Americans were taken prisoners 
there, true, but officials say no 
such mother could be found, and 
none of the rumor peddlers knew 
where the story started. 

Rumor on Gen. Wainwright. 

However, OWI learned the “fear 
rumor” had been beamed to South 
America by Radio Tokyo and 
passed along by Axis agents who, 
at the same time, were busy 
spreading the gossip that Gen. 
Wainwright, also a Philippine pris- 
oner, pleaded with the United 
States Government to stop the war, 
saying, “We are no match for the 
Japanese soldiers. It is most re- 
grettable that the United States 
plunged into war with Japan.” 

You have the War Department’s 
official word for it that Gen. Wain- 
wright did no such thing. 

In the build-up for Radio Ber- 
lin’s Sept. 28 assertion of whole- 
sale sinking of American convoys 
and troopships en route to Eng- 
land, here were some of the rumors 
spread around: 

Ohio—“Our forces are losing 50 
per cent of all troop transports. 
but the Government is keeping 
these losses secret.” 

Massachusetts — “Five hundred 
and five United States ships sent 
to Russia have been sunk.” 

Beaches Rumored Closed. 

North Carolina—“Atlantic Coast 
beaches were closed to swimmers 
because so many of them bumped 
into bodies of drowned American 
sailors.” 

Unprotected commercial coast- 
wise shipping has had heavy 
losses, true—but on Sept. 28 mari- 
time insurance rates’ on Navy- 
escorted convoys was reduced for 
the second time since we entered 
thé war. Kote 

Some observers see a connection 
between OWI’s roundup of the new 
rumor factory and formal an- 
nmnouncement that the House Com- 

mittee on un-American Activities 
shortly will make public the names 
of 93 organizations within the 
United States identified as “Nazi 
front” groups. 

Chairman Dies (Dem.), Texas, 
Says that 98 per cent of the group 
leaders have no police record and 
that “many of them occupy places 
of high standing.” These, he adds, 
“are neither Nazis nor Nazi sym- 
pathizers but have been duped in- 
to joining because some ostensible 
principle appealed to them.” 

Religious and Race Appeals. 

OWI says the rumor factory is 
shot through with the old, famil- 
iar Berlin-Rome-Tokyo “hate 
Roosevelt, hate Churchill, hate 
England, hate Russia” theme cou- 
pled with appeals to religious and 
race hatreds, all concocted to cast 
doubt and suspicion on the Allied 
war effort, on the integrity of our 
own Government, and on the wis- 
dom of war against the Axis. Ex- 
amples: 

New York—“Roosevelt distrusts 
Churchill; Churchill distrusts Sta- 
lin; Stalin distrusts everybody.” 
New York — “Churchill hates 
Americans. He wants Germany 
and Russia to annihilate each oth- 
er. Hence no second front.” 

Massachusetts—“Americans can’t 
get sugar for canning because 
Roosevelt is sending it to Eng- 
land to make British marmalade.” 

Indiana — “Americans have to 
give up gasoline and tires so Eng- 
land can keep Australia.” 

British Navy. 

Tennessee—“The British Navy is 
doing nothing while the United 
States Navy is convoying to Eng- 
Jand and Russia and leaving our 
Atlantic Coast unprotected.” 

Ohio—“China is not getting 
United States-British war supplies 
because England does not want 
China to become a first-class pow- 
er in the Orient.” 

Illinois—“The British make 


To Irish-Americans he would 
say: “Despite past cruelties. and 
blunders of British Government, 
the most powerful force for Irish 


modern Britain could not treat Ire- 
land as Germany has treated Po- 
land without violating sentiments 
of her own people.” 

To United States anti-English 
India sympathizers: “The Indian 
agent general in Washington says, 
in defending the right of his peo- 
ple to independence, that they 
have been nourished on the ‘liter- 
ature of freedom’ introduced by 
the British.” 

“Rumor Clinics” Success. 


OWI points up Perry’s observa- 
tions in answer to Axis propa- 
ganda. An officer there -says 
OWI may give of its man power 
and money to help newspapers or 
radio stations set up their own 
“rumor clinic” after the pattern 
pioneered by the Boston Herald 
in partnership with the Massa- 
chusetts Committee on Public 
Safety whose Division of Propa- 
ganda research tells the Axis lie 
and, side-by-side, the truth. 

The Herald. says that 46 or- 
ganizations and newspapers al- 
ready are asking guidance includ- 
ing chambers of commerce, civil- 
ian defense groups and newspa- 
pers in Canada, New York, Michi- 
gan, Ohio and Missouri. 

President Roosevelt says of 
these: “America is not a country 
that can be confounded by the 
appeasers, the defeatists, thc 
backstairs manufacturers of panic. 
It is a country that talks out its 
problems in the open.” 

Saye Elmer Davis, OWI direc- 
tor: “Hitler, who conquered a 
continent by warring on minds, 
said in 1933, ‘artillery preparation 
for attack .... will be replaced 
in the future war by psychological 
dislocation of the enemy through 
revolutionary propaganda. The 
enemy must be demoralized and 
driven to passivity. Our strategy 
is to destroy the enemy from with- 
in, to‘conhquer him through him- 
self. Mental confusion, contradic- 
tions of feelings, indecisions, 
panic—these are our weapons’.” 

Bunk Cited By Davis.

standing what an instructor means 
by a given expression.” This was 
perhaps fortunaté, it was added, 
when the direction was “Pull the 
throttle off,” or “kick out the mo- 
tor” or “go off on a wing.” 

The babel of terms was intensi- 
fied in the case of thousands of 
English cadets training in the 
United States. When an instructor 
ordered: “Let's .go to town,” the 
untutored Briton would streak 
away for the nearest city. When 
the command was “Give her the 
gun,” he would look nervously 
about for some hidden weapon. 

Kelly’s y Job, 

The primary job for Dr. Kelly 
and his staff was to standardize 
and simplify the entire vocabulary 
of pilot instruction, The second 
task was to choose among a crowd 
of variants the’ clearest and most 
effective expression in actual use 
for each operation. Both goals 
were attempted in a so-called “Pat- 
ter Book,” covering for the present 
basic training alone, which has 
been issued in scores of thousands 
of copies, for use at naval and ci- 
Vilian air schools. 

The United States, British and 
Canadian air forces have long had 
their own “patter -books,” but 
these are declared to have been 
evolved from their own conscious- 
ness by officers sitting about ta- 
bles. The CAA book is thought to 
be the first in this country, and 
perhaps in the world, to be based 
scientifically on authentic lessons 
which were recorded verbatim, and 
then analyzed and sifted by profes- 
sional educators. It has been re- 
vised again and again. 

“It is not expected,” a foreword 
states, “that the instructor will al- 
ways follow the ‘patter’ word for 
word. But is essential that he stick 
to the order of maneuvers and the 
technical expressions suggested. 
Substitution of other expressions 
‘just as good’—such as ‘gun’ for 
throttle and ‘flippers’ for elevators 
—tends to confuse the beginning 
student and make the instructor’s 
task more difficult.” 

The pages are spiral bound, so 
that the book may be folded flat 
and placed within easy view of the 
teacher’s eyes. There are 37 les- 
sons, ranging from “Familiarization 
with the Plane” to “Dragging 
Areas.” . | 

Manual Prepared. 

To accompany the lessons, the 
CAA staff prepared a “Manual”. of 
loose leaves, .one of which is torn 
out.and given to the student for 


(cards was introduced. Upon them

If the pupil is unable to give 
satisfactory answers, it is evident 
that he has failed to prepare him- 
self, and the lesson is canceled. It 
was also discovered that an in- 
structor, before starting a lesson, 
not infrequently was compelled to 
ask the pupil: “Let’s see—what did 
we do the last time?” Because of 
the number of pupils, teachers 
found it impossible to trust to 
memoagry for the details of their 
individual progress. 

System of Record ‘Cards, 

Therefore a system of record 


are noted errors in the particular 
lesson, suggestions given to the 
student for overcoming his mis- 
takes, and a. list of maneuvers to 
be reviewed, demonstrated or prac- 
ticed during the next period. The 
cards are filed at the end of each 
day, The teacher occasionally runs 
through them to see if any partic- 
ular type of error occurs so often 
among his students as to indicate 
possible faults in his instruction. 
Thus another hint was taken from 
normal school practice. 

Thanks to all these devices, 
tested and improved during 
months of experiment, CAA reports 
that the reduction in primary 
training time from 35 to 25 hours 
has increased the efficiency of ex- 
isting equipment and teacher per- 
sonnel by nearly one-third, and. 
made possible a corresponding rise 
in pilot output. 

Prof. Kelly was born at Kokomo, 
Ind., was graduated from Purdue 
University as a bachelor of science, 
and took his doctor’s degree at 
Stanford.

FOREIGN POLICY, 
SAYS. ROOSEVELT 


U. S. Course Abroad Can 
Be Only What Citizens 

Want It to Be, He 
Writes in Letter. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP). — 
America’s foreign policy can be 
“only what we as a people want it 
to be,” President Roosevelt assert- 
ed in a letter to Gen.. Frank R. 
McCoy, United States Army, re- 
tired, and president of the Foreign 
Policy Association, which met here 
today. 7 
The President asserted it was his 
conviction that the country “will 
not shrink from” the responsibility 
‘of destroying the totalitarian men- 
ace. 
“My faith in my countrymen and 
their faith in themselves have been 
more than vindicated” since Amer- 
ica was plunged into war, the Pres- 
ident wrote. 
“In war as in peace, our foreign 
policy can be only what we as a 
people want it to be. 3 
“Today it is focused solely and 
inexorably upon finding the most 
effective means of defeating our 
enemies as speedily as possible. 
With victory secured, our foreign 
policy must be focused upon find- 
ing the most effective means of 
enriching our lives as free men— 
spiritually, morally and materially 


_|—through all the manifold ways in 


which international relationships 
contribute to this end.” 

Lord Halifax, British Ambassa- 
dor to the United States, predicted 
in a speech that Germany could not 
maintain its present high pitch of 
military and industrial efforts in 
another campaign in the spring 
of 1943 but would have to choose 
between them. He said Germany 
must continue its military strug- 
gle and that “we can feel sure 
that our joint production will be 
rising when theirs begins to sag.” 

“The race is still on, and the fin- 
ish is a long way off,” Halifax 
said, “but Germany has lost her 
start.” 

Halifax recalled the early arms 
production  head-start that Ger- 
many achieved before the world 
became aware of Hitler’s inten- 
tions, and cited the race of Britain 
and the other United Nations to 
match the output of German fac- 
tories. 

“Today, though there is certainly 
as yet no room for easy thinking,” 
Halifax said, “the picture is very 
different, thanks to the efforts on 
the whole industrial front and to 
the increasing flow of materials 
and components we have received 
from the United States.” 

Davis on U. S. Post-War Role. 

Elmer Davis, director of the Of- 
fice of War Information, asserted 
that the United States would have 
the greatest single power at the 
end of the war and that some in- 
ternational organization would be 
required to give smaller nations 
“real collective sectirity.” 

Regardless of the dispute over 
nationalism or internationalism, in 
which patriotic citizens may hon- 
estly differ, Davis said, the ques- 
tion of security in the next few 
decades will depend on air power. 

“Tf the world attains a sane in- 
ternational organization,” he as- 
serted, “the men who deserve most 
of the credit will not be statesmen 
or philosophers or moralists, but 
the Wright brothers and their suc- 
cessors, who made the world so 
unsafe that at last everybody had 
to get together whether they liked 
it or not.” 

He said the “apocalyptic visions” 
of Alexander de Seversky, the air 
expert, were likely to come true in 
this war only to a limited degree, 
but asserted that de Seversky’s 
prophecies were almost certain to 
be realizéd in the next war “if we 
are foolish enough to have one.” 


MUSIC CLUBS’ BOARD ASSAILS 
PETRILLO BAR ON RECORDINGS 


A resolution opposing the action 
of James C. Petrillo, president of 
the AFL American Federation of 
Musicians, in restricting manufac- 
ture of recordings for radio and 
other public uses, was adopted yes- 
terday by the State board of the 
Missouri Federation of Music 
Clubs at a meeting at Hotel Coro- 
nado. 

A telegram announcing the Mis- 
souri group’s vote on the issue was 
forwarded to Senator D. Worth 
Clark of Idaho, who is chairman of 
a Senate sub committee investigat- 
ing Petrillo and the situation with- 
in the union. 

Petrillo’s order prohibits 138,000 
musicians in the union from mak-

Steele foretold the Japanese ag- 
gression by 11 months in a series 
bluntly entitled “Japan Takes 
Aim.” 

Steele never made the mistake of 
regarding the Japanese as a pic- 
turesque little people. In 1937 he 
saw them commit one of the most 
ruthless mass murders of history 
—the sack of Nanking. Steele 
witnessed that siege from the best 
possible vantage point, Nanking it- 
self. Nothing his colleagues have 
seen in bomb-blasted Europe 
matches the sights Steele saw in 
that massacre. He described his 
experience in a famous dispatch, 
filed over the radio of the Ameri- 
can gunboat Oahu, as “four days 
in hell.” 

Sublety Sometimes Helps. 

Some of the cable and radio 
message sthat pour into “Chicago- 
news,” the New York cable ad- 
dress of the Daily News foreign 


service, haven’t made much sense 
at first glance. t the men 
know and what they can tell are 
frequently two different things.

Adventure With Spies. 
Steele was tailed by two spies, 
as befits his reputation of being 
one of the best-informed Americans 
in the Far East. He pointed them 
out to Lieut. C. C. Brown of the 
United States Marines, while Steele 
and Lieut. Brown stood at a bar 
in Mukden: The officer politely 
invited the spies to have a drink. 
The two Americans then got the 
pair dead drunk and picked their 
pockets of every word or note re- 
ferring to Steele. Included was a 
notebook covering everything 
Steele had done or seen in Man- 
churia. Steele gave this to the 
American Ambassador, who grave- 
ly returned it to the chief of the 
Japanese secret police, just to show 
that gentleman how his secrets got 
around,

And so they were married—and 
the next thing he knew he was an 
actor. 

It’s also the story of a guy who 
could laugh with gusto, and really 
mean it, when his movie-star wife, 
Carole Lombard, gave him a birth- 
day party on the Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer lot, arranged a number of 
gags and gadgets in advance of his 
coming. The main exhibit was a 
huge ostrich egg, which had been a 
prop in the Tarzan series. And over 
it hung this legend:

But we have watched 
the system change in temper and 
style and attitude during the past 
few years. And something is wrong 


with it, fundamentally wrong. 


While half the world fights for 
democracy, people who maintain 
exclusive little groups are simply 
out-of-step. Our examination of the 
sorority system has convinced us 
that it results mainly in wasted 
money, unadulterated heartbreak, 
and organized unkindness. 


Take. the situation in our high 

hool. There are 1500 students; 
but not more than 200 belong to 
fraternities and sororities, Each of 
the 1500 students needs a secure 
social life—not just my Hazel, not 
just the 200 who are taken into the 
fraternity system. To the adoles- 
cent in ‘high school the hunger for 
social approval is as strong and as 
mandatory as hunger for food. 


The main argument for high- 
school sororities and fraternities is 
that they provide social opportu- 
nities for the students. That argu- 
ment defeats itself. The very so- 
cial opportunities they provide for 
the favored few raise a barrier be- 
tween the “Haves” and “Have- 
nots”—a barrier that trades brutal- 
ly on the social insecurity of the 
“Have-nots.” 


If the happiness the fraternity 
system gives one person is 
weighed against the unhappiness it 
causes sO many others, the system 
is proved to be seriously wanting. 


Indeed, the case against sorori- 
ties and fraternities can be made 
by rhetoric alone, But John and 
I know of tragedies caused by the 
fraternity system that go beyond 
any power of words. Only a year 
ago, as you probably remember, a 
high-school girl in an Eastern com- 
munity, broken-hearted because 


‘ her sorority didn’t pledge her sister, 


committed suicide. An “independ- 
ent” high-school senior girl was in- 
vited by one of the fraternity boys 
to a fraternity dance in our town. 
had

rority. Her final humiliation came 
at that party. No one except the 
boy who brought her asked her to 
dance,

But I know that pledges once 
were brought into a sorority meet- 
ing one by one and purposely 
badgered until each was reduced 
to tears. 

Why this stupid activity? In part 
it is due to the immaturity of high 
school students and to the mob 
spirit that sanctions group actions 
none would do alone, But most 
of the blame is to be laid at the 
feet of parents who foster the sys- 
tem because of the social advan- 
tages they believe their children 
are gaining. 

Too many parents live in ignor- 
ance of the real dangers inherent 
in fraternities and _ sororities, 
Where is the supervision of these 
groups? Not in the schools, most 
of which have outlawed them. Not 
from alumnae, who tacitly accept 
the “boyish pranks.” Not from 
parents, who hear only what their 
children want them to. 

A short talk with a high school 
principal will reveal what he 
thinks of the fraternal system. Not 
only does it lower scholarship in 
almost all cases, but it divides 
school morale. High school clubs 
and activities are supported half- 
heartedly, because they are second 
best. High school politics are 
bossed by fraternities, because 
they are organized and because it 
isn’t “smart” to be an independent. 

Why, then, don’t parents do 
something? There are many rea- 
sons. First of all, many of them 
honestly don’t know much about 
the system. They haven’t gone 
through it themselves, and they 
haven’t had experience with other

REQUENT headaches may 
F be a sign of fatigue, And 
did you ever try to work or 
have fun while your head is 
splitting?

The average high-school boy is 
not so socially aggressive as his 
feminine counterpart, “If I waited 
for some boy to ask me, I’d never 
get to a dance,” one of Patty's 
friends said.

The very lack of supervision in 
sororities and fraternities permits 
more freedom in those first dates 
and dances.

Here again the solution can be 
found only if parents will agree 
to assume a larger responsibility 
for their children’s social life. Com- 
munity organizations will have to 
take the lead in sponsoring dances 
for high-school students, dances 
that are open to everyone. Parent- 
Teacher Associations can help the 
school improve and enlarge its so- 
cial program.

High-school fraternities and so- 
rorities no longer can be ignored. 
The viciousness and snobbery of 
the system are black marks on our 
otherwise democratic public-school 
life. To tolerate it longer is to 
deny to all our children of high- 
school age their right to free and 
open American social contact, ,.

Despite Advanced Age, Warren Beebe, a Farmer 
at Eldred, Ill., Works on His Place Every Day 
in Helping to Produce Food for Army—As a Boy, 
He Performed Similar Job During the Civil War

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RAIN OR SHINE, 94-YEAR

ELDRED, Ill., Oct. 3. 


T midday, with a bright au- 
A tums sun beating down upon 

him, Warren Beebe, 94 years 
and 10 months old, was cutting 
corn on his farm up Hurricane 
Holler. The high-growing stalks 
might have been Japs in a jungle 
from the way that the old man 
hacked them down. €e was fight- 
ing his fourth war in the only way 
that he could fight, helping to feed 
the Army. 

In the Civil War, the Spanish- 
American War and the First World 
War Beebe raised beans to go with 
the pork that the fighters ate. In 
this war he is raising pork to go 
with the beans that others may 
provide. As a hog raiser he stands 
high on the honor roll of the Car- 
linville Production Credit Associa- 
tion. 

A person who comes to Eldred 
looking for Warren Beebe is told 
by his town neighbors that Warren 
was last seen early in the day 
headed for Hurricane Holler and 
it’s likely that he’s up there work- 
ing on his place as he does every 
day when the weather is fit, or 
looking after his pigs whether the 
weather is fit or not. To get to 
where he is you are told to drive 
down to the bridge and turn left 
and follow the railroad track up 
the holler a mile or so. You'll know 
his place by the pigs. 

The mud road that runs along- 
side the railroad track is narrow 
and crooked and heavily shaded. 
There’s a gate to be opened, which 
shows that it is nof a public way. 
Where’ it crosses the track there 
are two gates, one on each side. 
Rather than open and close them 
the car is parked there and the 
journey is continued on foot. 

In the pens along the fence and 
in the pasture along the creek are 
Beebe’s hogs and pigs. In the field 
beyond the pasture. there are 
shocks and among the stalks still 
standing a little man is hacking, 
reckoning them as they ‘fall as 
that many Japs finished off. For 
the corn that he is cutting will 
feed the hogs and the hogs will 
feed the fighters and the fighters 
will finish off the Japs. That’s his 


way of doing his part in this war. 


at the age of 94 years and 10 
months, as he did his part in two 
other wars. 

He is not averse to a spell of 
rest, for he has been chopping 
since early morn and it is now 
near midday and the sun is shin- 
ing bright. He tosses aside his 
corn knife and leans against a 
shock and settles down until he 
is sitting flat on the ground. His 
visitor settles into. the same po- 
sition and Warren ‘Beebe tells 
about his wars.

E is a pioneer of the pioneers, 
H he says, for his great-grand- 

father fought in the War of 
1812 and came west in 1818, locat- 
ing near White Hall. His own 
father, Aurora Beebe, settled in 
Delaware County, Ohio, but in 


1836 followed the other Beebes to 
Illinois and settled on Hurricane 


Creek, where Warren. was born. 


“The house,” says Beebe, “stood 
over there in the feed lot, half a 
quarter west.” 

In the early part of the Civil 
War the boy, Warren Beebe, chafed 
because he couldn’t be a soldier. 
In 1862, when he was 14, he tried 
to enlist but they told him he was 
too little to carry a soldier’s load. 
Couldn’t he be a drummer boy 
then? No, he was too little for 
that, too. His father had been re- 
jected because of his frail health. 
They both felt bad about it, for 
13 had gone from the community 
around the mill and school that 
bore the name of Pioneer then. 
They felt ashamed to go back. 
but the enlisting officer told them 
not to feel that way. “There's 
work that you can do,” he said. 
“Go home and raise food for the 
Army.” 

“What kind of food?” 


Warren and his father returned 
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-OLD WARREN BEEBE GET 
home and scoured the country for 
seed beans. They got together nine 
bushels and planted them on the 
banks of Hurricane Creek and in 
due season they harvested a crop 
of navy beans and sent them off 
to the soldiers. Warren entertains 
no doubt that the Yanks won the 
war because they fought the Rebs 
with their bellies full of Beebe 
beans. 

The Beebes served themselves 
while serving their country, for 
with the money that the beans 
brought Warren’s father cleared 
the mortgage that had rested on 
the farm since he bought it in 1857. 


There was another way in which 
-the Beebes could and did help. Joe 
Sager, one of the volunteers who 
went from the neighborhood, was 
worried about what would become 
of his wife, Margaret, he was leav- 
ing behind. The Beebes told him 
to bring her to their house and 
they would look after her. Joe 
didn’t come back and his wife 
never knew what became of him. 
For ‘seven or eight years she stayed 
on with the Beebes, earning her 
keep by doing the family sewing. 
The children called her Aunt Peg- 
gy and loved her and she was like 
one of the family. 

During the Spanish-American 
War Warren had to look after the 
family, but he raised beans for the 
boys fighting the Spaniards. 


When the First World War came 
Warren was too old to be taken, 
but he was there with the beans, 
In 1917 he planted 40 acres and in 
1918 he put in 80 acres. Along the 
Illinois River and back in the hills 
they called him’ Beebe the Bean 
Man, in recognition of his success 
in raising the difficult crop, for 
beans are peculiar. If wet weather 
comes along at the wrong time 
they mould in the pods. Beebe 
raised a few crops after the war 
but finally gave it up because of 
the difficulty. 


After Pearl Harbor Beebe con- 
sidered raising beans again, but 
decided against it. He would go 
in for hogs. He had been quite a 
hog raiser in his time and, by 
crackies, he wasn’t too old to raise 
‘em again. The Army would be 
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do his share in supplying it. He 
was getting along in years and had 
in town, but he still had 85 acres 
up Hurricane Holler where he 
ten them.

Warren lives with his kid 
brother Frank in a cottage in 
town. Frank is past 78 and hearty 
except for a weakness in the knees 
which keeps him from helping 
with the corn crop and the hogs. 
The brothers batch together and 
Frank does the cooking and the 
work around the house and tends 
the chickens. Up to two years ago 
the bachelors had a housekeeper. 
She was their widowed sister, Mrs. 
Emily Bradley, who had looked 
after them for 10 or 12 years. When 
she died she lacked a little of be- 
ing 95. Brother Frank, Warren 
says, is a pretty fair cook, though 
he didn’t take it up until after 
their sister died. 
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ARREN explains why he 
W never married. When he was 

a child his father was not 
very stout and they were very 
poor, He made up his mind 
that he wouldn’t marry and 
bring up a family under the hard 
conditions that he had known. 
When prosperity came he had his 
hands full looking after his in- 
terests. There were girls in his 
life. He loved some of them, There 
was more than one who would 
have married him if he had asked 
her. He knew that from the way 
they talked. He was sorry for 


them but he hardened his heart 
against them. 

Warren Beebe has no regrets 
and is not too much occupied with 
the past. He wishes he was as 
stout as he used to be, for in 
his prime he was an unusually 
stout man. He never found any- 
one his weight who could lift more 
or do more work. But of course 
he is not as strong now as he 
used to be. He weighs 118 pounds 
now. He is 4 feet, 8 inches tall. 

He is still a good walker, though, 
and he is glad of that. It’s a mile 
from home to the farm. He walks 
the round trip once a day and 
sometimes twice. Ordinarily he 
works through the day without 
lunch but if he gets hungry he 
plods home at noon and back in 
the afternoon. 

The day before some of his little 
pigs were attacked by dogs and 
three of them were missing. Beebe 
walked maybe 10 or 12 miles over 
the hills looking for them. It was 
nothing. He could. walk 20 miles 
in a day if he took a notion. 

That is Warren Beebe at the 
age of 94 years and 10 months, 
a strong man still. He aims to 
keep on working as long as he 
has health. 

The man gropes for his corn 
knife as he rises to his feet to 
go and look after what he calls 
Uncle Sam’s pigs. 
uncertainly over the corn ridges, 
as a blind man might. He is prac- 
tically blind, he admits, but the 
blind have something that seeing 
persons do not have. A blind per- 
son has a feeling, he says. He 
has a feeling where the corn stalk 
stands and doesn’t @niss it when he 
strikes at it with his knife. He 
has a feeling which guides him in 
caring for his hogs. 

At the fence Warren Beebe says 
good-by. “And tell Uncle Sam,” he 
says, “that if he can use me to 
any better purpose, just let me 
know and I'll come.”

NYONE who, in recent years, has neglected to keep up on his 

American newsreels, Russian feature films or German propaganda 

shockers, has an opportunity to catch up in “The World at War,” 
new arrival on the Ambassador Theater screen. Here in a compre- 
hensive and choice selection are the better factual shots tracing the 
course of aggression from 1931 to last Dec. 7. 

Says the foreword, “Nothing has been staged. Every scene in this 
record is authentic. The film represents an attempt to record history 
in the making. The editors are Americans, and therefore partisan, but 
every effort has been made to let the facts speak for themselves.” 

“The World at War” is history-making in more than one sense. 
It is the first feature picture produced by the United States Govern- 
ment. Although Samuel Spewack, the Hollywood and Broadway writer, 
who assembled it, gets due credit, along with others, at the end of the 
film, the introduction states simply, “The United States Government | 
Presents—” From newsreels, libraries, from friendly foreign sources 
and from confiscated Axis scare shorts, from enough material for 50 
long feature pictures has come a 10-year-history condensed to about 
an hour, . 

The choice of material is good. While most moviegoers have seen 
shots of the wreckage and ruin in the Pearl Harbor raid, these promise 
to live longer than the pictures of the sinking of the Maine. While 
scenes of the evacuation of Dunkerque or air fights over the Channel 
have been appropriated by some feature fiction, these, too, retain their 
interest. Although the sight of a ship sinking by submarine is dupli- 
cated in the March of Time release, “Men of the Fleet,” on the same 
program, this is a minor point. No film to date has brought together 
such vivid material and’ so much of it. 


Aggressors Have Their Dodion 


But Others Are Coming to Bat 


HE organization of material is good also. “The World At War” 

starts with the Pearl Harbor disaster, goes ahead to President 

Roosevelt’s call for a declaration of war and back to the argu- 
ments between isolationists and interventionists, then picks up the first 
themes of the whole symphony of war in the Japanese invasion of 
Mukden in 1931. Destruction and battle follow in a colossal crescendo 
through the next decade until the “trinity of aggression”—Germany, 
Italy, Japan—is coraplete. 

The commentary, written by Spewack and delivered by Paul Stew- 
art, is calm and analytical, with less emphasis on political factors than 
on brutality and unprovoked assault. From the pitiless attacks on the 
Chinese populace, through the massacre of Ethiopia and slaughter of 
Spain, to the classic obliteration of Warsaw and Rotterdam and burning 
of great sections of London, the record is of the same monstrous 
disregard of human life and rights, ' ‘ 

“The World At War” creates no comfortable effect, no more than 
would the announcement by radio that a maniacal murderer was still at 
large in one’s Own community. But its fascination is great and its 
warning should be gratefully accepted. 

Its companion feature is “The Gay Sisters,” drama of three Man- 
hattan girls whose fortune is in the courts for a period of 20 years or 
more. This screen version of the best-selling novel by Stephen Long- 
street, although delivering no paralyzing blows to the emotions, does 
provide Barbara Stanwyck with one of the best roles she has ever 
had. It also introduces an able new actor who has taken the name 
of a character in the story, Gig Young, for his own. 


We Hope Hollywood Isn't 
Giving Away Any Secrets 


EWS reports from time to time have led us to believe that our 
N atente defense base, Iceland, was not such a gay place. Accord-

Even so bright-eyed 
a baby as Miss Henie is in danger of becoming an old maid, until 
Corp. John Payne of the Marines comes along. 

Of course, it.was handy for Miss Henie, in more ways than one, 
that the war went to Iceland. While the location possibilities of this 
global conflict are profuse, and allow scenes to be set in England, 
India, Egypt, the Congo, Brazil, the South Seas and Alaska, there are 
precious few places where ice-skating is the main diversion of the 
natives. Script writers have dug up, or dreamed up, some native 
customs, Mr. Payne runs afoul of these, Miss Henie skates for the 
customers, Sammy Kaye’s orchestra plays, and there you have a picture. 

‘Actually, the mere setting does have some interest. The Niessen 
huts, of corrugated iron, in which our forces are sheltered, give a novel 
appearance to the landscape and are quite different from anything seen 
in pictures before. Even in wartime, however, one may be excused if 
he prefers the luxury of Sun Valley to the charms of Iceland, Glenn 
Miller’s band to Sammy Kaye's and “Sun Valley Serenade” very much 
to “Iceland.”

As a brief background, the 
theater used to be definitely divided 
into such categories as legitimate 
theater, musical comedy, vaudeville, 
burlesque and night club floor 
shows.
